WAS H I N GTO N I The Senate all but guaranteed 
Samuel Alito’s confirmation as the nation’s 
noth Supreme Court justice Monday, shut- 
ting down a last-minute attempt by liberals 
to block the conservative judge’s nomination 
with a filibuster. 

Republican and Democratic senators on 
a 72-25 vote agreed to end their debate, set- 
ting up a Tuesday morning vote on Alito’s 
confirmation to replace retiring moderate 
Justice Sandra Day O’Connor. 


With at least 57 votes committed to Alito 
— 53 Republicans and four Democrats — 
approval by majority vote in the 100 -mem- 
ber Senate is now seemingly assured. 

A bloc of Democrats, led by Massachusetts 
Sens. Edward Kennedy and John Kerry, unsuc- 
cessfully tried over the weekend and Monday 
to persuade other senators to use a vote-delay- 
ing filibuster to stop Alito, a 15 -year veteran 
of the U.S. Appeals Court and a former law- 
yer for the Reagan administration. 


“It is the only way we can 
stop a confirmation that 
we feel certain will cause 
irreversible damage to our 
country,” said Kerry. 

Alito’s supporters need- 
ed 60 votes to block the fili- 
buster, and they were joined 
by 13 Democrats who have 
said they will vote against Alito. If confirmed, 
Alito would replace O’Connor, who has been 
a swing vote on abortion rights, affirmative 
action, the death penalty and other issues, (ap)

Black History 
Museum to Be 
Built on Mall 

WASHINGTON I The National Museum of 
African American History and Culture 
will be built on a site near the Washington 
Monument, the Smithsonian Institution’s 
Board of Regents announced Monday. 

Roger W. Sant, chairman of the regents’ 
executive committee, cited the importance 
of the National Mall in the history of all 
Americans in the panel’s decision to locate 
the museum near one of the nation’s most 
recognizable symbols. 

The vote is the latest step in a process 
that began on Dec. 16, 2003, when President 
Bush signed legislation calling for selection 
of a site for the museum. An advisory coun- 
cil looked at three other sites in Washington 
before making its recommendation. 

The prominent location will make the 
Smithsonians’ expansive collection of 
African-American cultural and historic 
artifacts accessible to millions of people 
who visit the Mall each year, (ap)

Jury Selected for Enron Fraud Trial 


Opening statements 
set for Tuesday in case 
against Lay, Skilling 

HDUSTDN I Eight women and four 
men were selected as jurors Monday 
for the trial of former Enron Corp. 
chiefs Kenneth Lay and Jeffrey 
Skilling, accused of orchestrat- 
ing the massive fraud that came 
to symbolize an era of corporate 
scandals. 

Two women and two men were 
also chosen as alternate jurors. The 
jury and alternates were picked 
after just one day of jury selection 
in Houston federal court. 

A court clerk swore in the 12 
jurors and four alternates, and U.S. 
District Judge Sim Lake instructed 
them not to talk about the case dur-

ing their service. He also ordered 
them not to read, listen to or watch 
news reports about the trial. 

Further details about the jurors’ 
backgrounds were not immediate- 
ly available because their jury ques- 
tionnaires, filled out weeks ago, have 
not been made public, and the judge 
conducted individual questioning of 
potential jurors on Monday. 

Earlier in the day, the judge had 
told a pool of almost 100 potential 
jurors: “I can assure you this will 
be one of the most interesting and 
important cases ever tried.” 

Opening statements were 
scheduled Tuesday morning in 
the trial — perhaps the premier 
criminal case to emerge from 
corporate scandals that began 
when Enron went under in 2001.

WAS H I N GT 0 N I Trying to calm anx- 
ieties about soaring energy costs, 
President Bush is using his State 
of the Union address this week to 
focus on a package of energy pro- 
posals aimed at bringing fuel-sav- 
ing technologies out of the lab and 
into use. 

In Bush’s vision, drivers will 
stop at hydrogen stations and fill 
their fuel- cell cars with the pol- 
lution-free fuel. Or they would 


power their engines with ethanol 
made from trash or corn. More 
Americans would run their lights 
at home on solar power. 

Bush has been 
talking about 
these ideas since 
his first year in 
office. Proposals 
aimed at spread- 
ing the use of eth- 
anol, hydrogen 
and renewable 
fuels all were part of the energy bill 
that he signed into law in August, but 
that hasn’t eased Americans’ wor- 
ries about high fuel prices. 


Americans were hit with the big- 
gest jump in energy prices in 15 years 
in 2005, and worries about the cost 
of gas and heating oil have damped 
spirits about the economy despite 
other recent encouraging signs. 

Add in the unrest in the Middle 
East, and energy becomes a major 
problem for the president to address 
Tuesday night. 

The federal deficit and health 
care were the other major econom-

Mexican citizen to be 
charged in connection 
with drug smuggling 

SANDIEGOIA Mexican citizen was 
arrested on drug charges in the 
investigation into the longest cross- 
border tunnel ever found along the 
U.S.-Mexico border, U.S. officials 
said Monday. 

The suspect, whose identity was 
not immediately released, was taken 
into custody during the weekend 
by U.S. Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement agents. 

He was expected to be arraigned 
Monday on charges of conspiracy to 
import a controlled substance. 

The 2,400 -foot-long tunnel runs 
from a warehouse near the airport in 
Tijuana to a warehouse in San Diego. 
It was unclear how long it had been 
in operation, but more than 2 tons of 
marijuana was found inside. 

Authorities said the tunnel was 
five feet high and as deep as 90 feet 


below the surface. It had a cement- 
lined floor, lights that ran down one 
of the hard soil walls, and a ground- 
water pump and pipes that circu- 
lated fresh air.

Woman accused of 
killing her 3 children 
pleads not guilty 

DE QUEEN, ARK. I A woman accused 
of murdering her three children was 
distraught over the breakup of her 
marriage and may have fed the 
youngsters pesticide before smother- 
ing them, police said Monday. 

Eleazar Paula Mendez, 43, plead- 
ed innocent to three counts of mur- 
der and was jailed without bail and 
placed under a suicide watch. The 
judge also ordered a psychological 
evaluation. 

Mendez, 43, told investigators she 
tried to kill herself on Friday by swal- 
lowing ant poison, prosecutor Tom 
Cooper said. She said the children 
saw her take the pesticide and asked 
her to kill them, too, he said. 

“I blessed them and then I suffo- 
cated them,” Mendez told investiga- 
tors, according to Cooper.

Cooper said he believes Mendez 
poisoned the children before suffo- 
cating them, but he questioned other 
parts of her account. The children’s 
bodies were sent to the state crime 
lab for autopsies. 

Police found 7-year- old Elvis 
and 5 -year- old twins Samantha 
and Samuel side-by-side on a bed 
in their home Saturday after a call 
from the children’s worried father.

WASHINGTON | People love compact 
cars as gas prices soar, but there’s a 
sobering cost: The government says 
they have the highest fatality rate. 

Compacts had a fatality rate of 
17 . 7 b per 100,000 vehicles in 2004, 
followed by compact pickup trucks 
with 16.87 and subcompact vehicles 
with 16.85, according to a report 
Monday by the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration. 
Large vans had the lowest rate, 
9 . 34 , while pickup trucks and 
sport utility vehicles had rates of 
about 15 deaths.

Baby Found Floating in Lake

Doctors released a 2 -month- old girl 
from a hospital Monday, two days 
after she was found in a black plastic 
bag floating in a lake in southeastern 
Brazil. Scores of Brazilians mobbed 
the hospital hoping to adopt or at 
least catch a glimpse of the child. 
Police arrested the baby’s mother, 
27-year- old Simone Cassiano da 
Silva, on Sunday and charged her 
with attempted homicide for put- 
ting the baby into the plastic bag, 
setting it on a board and pushing it 
into the lake. The baby was released 
into the care of local child-protec-

Russia’s president on Monday 
made his first public comments 
on a brutal bullying incident that 
shocked the nation, urging top 
military officials to design mea- 
sures to improve moral education 
and character-building among the 
ranks.

CAIRO, EGYPT I Seventeen days after 
a U.S. airstrike in eastern Pakistan 
targeted but missed Osama bin 
Laden’s second in command, a 
feisty and angry Ayman al-Zawahri 
showed up in a videotape with a 
fresh taunt for President Bush. 

“Bush, do you know where I 
am?” al-Zawahri, wearing white 
robes and a white turban, said in the 
tape aired Monday on Al- Jazeera 
TV. “I am among the Muslim mass- 


es, enjoying God’s blessing of their 
support, care, generosity and pro- 
tection.” 

Al Qaeda’s No. 2 mocked Bush 
as a “failure” in the war on terror, 
called him a “butcher” for killing 
innocent Pakistanis in the miscar- 
ried airstrike, chastised his admin- 
istration for rejecting bin Laden’s 
offer of a truce and threatened a new 
attack in the United States — “God 
willing, on your own land.” 

The video, broadcast a day before 
Bush delivers his State of the Union 
address, provided the first concrete 
evidence that al-Zawahri was still 
alive after the Jan. 13 airstrike that

killed four other al Qaeda leaders 
and 13 villagers. 

The message came on the heels 
of a Jan. 19 audiotape by bin Laden, 


the al Qaeda leader’s first tape in 
more than a year. Bin Laden said 
his followers were preparing an 
attack in the U.S. and offered the 
Americans a conditional truce, 
though he did not spell out terms. 

A U.S. counterterrorism offi- 
cial, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity, said there is no reason 
to doubt the authenticity of the al- 
Zawahri video, which U.S. intel- 
ligence officials were analyzing.

Diplomats tell Hamas 
to disarm if it wants 
to keep needed funds 

LO N D 0 N I A Palestinian government 
led by the Islamic militant move- 
ment Hamas must renounce vio- 
lence and recognize Israel’s right to 
exist if it is to receive badly need- 
ed overseas financial aid, U.S. 
and other international donors 
said Monday. 

“I think we are all saying exact- 
ly the same thing, that there are 


choices now confronting Hamas 
and we will see what they do,” said 
U.S. Secretary of State Condoleezza 
Rice. 

U.N. Secretary- General Kofi 
Annan said the aid won’t stop 
immediately, now that Hamas has 
won a decisive victory in Palestinian 
legislative elections. Officials said 
it will probably take two to three 
months for a new Hamas gov- 
ernment to form, effectively giv- 
ing Hamas a brief grace period in 
which to change its ways. 

At stake for Hamas is roughly 


$1 billion a year that foreign donors 
give the Palestinian Authority, more 
than half its annual budget. 

The Al-Arabiya satellite channel 
later reported that Hamas rejected 
the demands to disarm and recog- 
nize Israel. 

Palestinian leader Mahmoud 
Abbas appealed for continued world 
support, as did a Hamas leader who 
said his movement had written to 
the Quartet of Middle East peace- 
makers asking for talks and offering 
assurances that aid would not go to 
Palestinian militants, (ap)

Danish drawings of 
Prophet Muhammad 
spark Muslim outrage 

BEIRUT, LEBANON I From the 
burning of its flag to a boycott of 
its popular brands of butter and 
cookies, Denmark is feeling the 
lash of Islamic outrage over news- 
paper cartoons of the Prophet 
Muhammad. 

Islamists in Bahrain called for 
street demonstrations. Syria wants 
the offenders punished. A Saudi 
company paid for an ad thanking 
a business that is snubbing Danish 
products. 

The Danish paper Jyllands- 
Posten first published the 12 cari- 
catures Sept. 30. The drawings 
included one showing Muhammad 
wearing a turban shaped as a bomb 
with a burning fuse. Another por- 
trayed him with a bushy gray beard 
and holding a sword, his eyes cov- 
ered by a black rectangle. 

Jyllands-Posten issued an 
apology on Monday to the world’s 
Muslims. The drawings “have 
undoubtedly offended many 
Muslims, which we would like to 
apologize for,” editor Carsten Juste 
said in a statement, (ap)

Girl Dies 

Kurdish teen believed 
to be the first ease of 
virus in Middle East 

RANIYA, IRAQ I Battered by ram- 
pant violence and political insta- 
bility, a new threat in Iraq was 
confirmed Monday — the first 
case of the deadly bird flu virus in 
the Middle East. 

A 15 -year- old Kurdish girl who 
died this month had the deadly 
H5N1 strain, Iraq and U.N. health 
officials said. The discovery prompt- 
ed a large-scale slaughter of domes- 
tic birds in the northern area where 
the teen died as the World Health 
Organization formed an emergency 
team to try to contain the disease’s 
spread. 

World Health Organization offi- 
cials confirmed the finding, though 
it was not immediately clear how 
the girl, Shangen Abdul Qader, 
who died Jan. 17 in the northern 
Kurdish town of Raniya, contracted 
the disease. 


The prospect of a bird flu out- 
break in Iraq is alarming because 
the country is gripped by armed 
insurgency and lacks the resources 
of other governments in the region. 
Government institutions, however, 
are most effective in the Kurdish- 
run area of the north where the 
girl lived. 


Health officials are investigat- 
ing the death of the girl’s uncle, 
Hamasour Mustapha, 50, on Friday 
after showing symptoms similar to 
bird flu. At least two other people 
have been admitted to a hospital in 
Sulaimaniyah, 160 miles northeast 
of Baghdad, with similar symptoms.

New Video Shown of 
Captive U.S. Reporter 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I The U.S. journal- 
ist Jill Carroll, weeping and veiled, 
appeared on a new videotape aired 
Monday by Al-Jazeera, and the Arab 
television station said she appealed 
for the release of all Iraqi women 
prisoners. 

The video was dated Saturday 
— two days after the U.S. military 
released five Iraqi women. 

Carroll, 28, was crying and wore 
an Islamic veil as she spoke to the 
camera, sitting in front of a yellow 
and black tapestry. The Al-Jazeera 
newscaster said she appealed for 
U.S. and Iraqi authorities to free all 
women prisoners to help “in win- 
ning her release.” 

At one point, Carroll’s cracking 
voice can be heard from behind the 
newsreader’s voice. All that can be 
heard is Carroll saying, “. . . hope for 
the families ...” 

The U.S. military released the 
women last Thursday and was

believed be holding about six more. 
It was unclear how many women 
were held by Iraqi authorities. 

Carroll, a freelance reporter 
for the Christian Science Monitor, 
was seized Jan. 7 by the previously 
unknown Revenge Brigades, which 
threatened to kill her unless all 
women prisoners were released.

Nigerian Militia

ABUJA, NIGERIA | Four foreign oil 
workers held hostage for two weeks 
were released Monday after a seces- 
sionist leader appealed to their cap- 
tors, who had demanded southern 
Nigerians benefit more from their 
region’s energy wealth. 

The kidnappings were among 
a rash of recent militia attacks 
that could mean violence is on 
the rise in the Niger Delta, which 
remains impoverished despite its 
oil reserves. 

The four men — Louisiana 
native Patrick Landry, Briton 
Nigel Watson- Clark, Bulgarian 
Milko Nichev and Honduran Harry 
Ebanks — appeared before jour- 
nalists alongside Nigeria’s president 
after being brought to the capital 
from southern Nigeria hours after 
their early morning release.

Exxon Profit Sets Record 


Corporation reports earnings of $36.13B in ’05 


DALLAS I Exxon Mobil Corp. posted 
record profits for any U.S. company 
on Monday — $10.71 billion for the 
fourth quarter and $36.13 billion 
for the year — as the world’s big- 
gest publicly traded oil company 
benefited from high oil and natu- 
ral-gas prices and solid demand for 
refined products. 

The results exceeded Wall Street 
expectations and Exxon shares rose, 
but some lawmakers expressed out- 
rage at the industry’s latest profit 
surge, renewing calls for a windfall 


profits tax and increased investment 
in alternative fuels. 

The company’s earnings amount- 
ed to $1.71 per share for the October- 
December quarter, up 27 percent 
from $8.42 billion, or $1.30 per 
share, a year ago. The result topped 
the then-record quarterly profit of 
$9.92 billion Exxon posted in the 
third quarter of 2005. 

Exxon’s profit for the year was 
also the largest annual reported net 
income in U.S. history, according to 
Howard Silverblatt, a senior index 


analyst for Standard & Poor’s. 

“What do you expect when you 
combine record oil and gas prices 
and strong operations everywhere 
else?” said analyst Fadel Gheit at 
Oppenheimer & Co. “Unless pric- 
es collapse, earnings in 2006 will 
make 2005 look like a cake walk.” 

Exxon’s vice president of 
investor relations Henry Hubble 
said that while strong commod- 
ity prices clearly helped drive the 
record earnings, the company also 
deserved credit for its ability to com- 
plete projects on time while keeping 
costs in check, sieve quinn (ap) 


Fed to Bid Farewell to Greenspan Era 


Retiring chairman 
may oversee rate hike 
at his final meeting 

WASHINGTON | Alan Greenspan, 
the U.S. economy’s guardian for 
1834 years, and his colleagues are 
poised to raise borrowing costs yet 
again at his final Federal Reserve 
meeting Tuesday. 

The expected increase — intend- 
ed to keep the economy and infla- 
tion on an even keel — will come 
as Greenspan, the second-longest 


serving chairman, ends his era at 
the central bank. 

Greenspan, 

79, plans to turn 
the reins over 
to his one-time 
Fed colleague 
Ben Bernanke. 

The Senate is 
expected to con- 
firm Bernanke’s 
nomination on Tuesday. 


The changing of the country’s 
economic guard has important 
implications for millions of inves- 
tors, large and small. 

“This is Greenspan’s last hurrah. 
The swan song for the big guy,” said 
Richard Yamarone, economist at 
Argus Research. 

After the leaving the Fed, 
Greenspan plans to open his own 
consulting business and may show

8-Car Trains Debut on Orange Line 

Experiment to reduce 
crowding during rush 
hour to last 6 months 

WASHINGTON I Metro on Monday 
increased to eight the number of 
cars on some Orange Line trains 
during morning rush hour as part 
of a six- month trial. 

While Metro has run eight- car 
trains for special events like the 
Fourth of July or some baseball 
games, this is the first time the 
transit agency has used the longer 
trains for regular commuter ser- 
vice.

District Smoking Ban 
Escapes Potentiai Veto 


Legislation now goes 
to Congress, which has 
30 days to review bill 

WASHINGTON I D.C. Mayor Anthony 
Williams declined to veto a bill that 
would ban smoking in most pub- 
lic areas, allowing it to be enacted 
without his signature. 

Williams had seriously consid- 
ered vetoing the bill, even though it 
had sailed through the D.C. Council 
with a veto -proof majority earlier 
this month. Monday was the dead- 
line for Williams’ decision. 

The act now goes to Congress, 
which has 30 legislative days to 
review the measure. If Congress 


takes no action to stop it, the two- 
stage ban would automatically go 
into effect. 

At first, the ban would apply 
to most indoor 
workplaces and 
restaurant din- 
ing rooms. Next 
January, it would 
extend to bars 
and nightclubs, 
and the bar areas 
of restaurants. 

Matthew L. Myers, president 
of the Campaign for Tobacco- 
Free Kids, called the decision 
a “historic victory” for the pub- 
lic’s right to breathe clean air.

Company’s pitch: Lose 
weight without going 
to group meetings 

BUSINESS I Nate Griffin, a former 
Army sergeant, watches what he 
eats. At one point, he even tried 
juice diets and other products to 
shed pounds. But ask him wheth- 
er he’d join a group to talk about 
weight loss, he cringes. 

“To talk about a diet means you’re 
really weak in a certain area. You 
have no control over it,” said Griffin, 
a self-employed personal trainer in 
suburban Philadelphia. 

NutriSystem Inc. believes it has 
the right formula to appeal to men 
like Griffin who want to lose weight 
but don’t like groups, counting calo- 
ries or laborious food preparations. 

Last week, the weight loss com- 
pany rolled out an advertising cam- 
paign geared toward the market of 
male dieters. After many focus 
groups, the company realized that 
it takes a different approach to get 
men to diet, compared to women. 

That’s why the company’s ads 


focus on sports metaphors, confi- 
dence and, sometimes, sex. 

“Since NutriSystem, my sex life is 
excellent,” a male dieter, who claims 
a loss of 62 pounds, said in one tes- 
timonial. 

The company also dangles this 


lure before men: They can eat pizza, 
burgers and pasta. NutriSystem’s 
portion- controlled meals come 
prepackaged and microwavable. 
There are no group meetings and 
they can diet at home, privately.

Disease Might Have 
Altered Lincoln’s Gait 


RESEARCH | Historians have long 
puzzled over whether Abraham 
Lincoln might have had a genetic 
disorder called Marfan syndrome, 
but new research has members of 
the beloved president’s family tree 
wondering if another disorder 
caused his clumsy gait. 

Researchers at the University of 
Minnesota have discovered a gene 
mutation in 11 generations of rela- 
tives who descended from Lincoln’s 
grandparents. 

The gene causes spinocerebellar 
ataxia type 5, a degenerative neuro- 
logical disorder that affects coordi- 
nation, including walking, writing, 
speaking and swallowing. There’s a 
25 percent chance that Lincoln also 
inherited the mutation, said Laura 
Ranum, a genetics professor who 
led the research. 



Scientists say a genetic disorder may 
have caused Lincoln’s clumsiness. 


The new findings on the ataxia 
gene were reported this week in the 
online edition of the journal Nature 
Genetics. Since 1992, the Minnesota 
researchers have studied more than 
300 members of the Lincoln fam- 
ily. About one-third of them have 
ataxia, amy forliti (ap)

Gray will be the secondary/ 
cornerbacks coach, replacing 
DeWayne Walker, who was named 
the defensive coordinator at UCLA 
also on Monday. 

The 43 -year-old Gray will be 
reunited with assistant head coach 
— defense Gregg Williams on the 
Redskins. The two worked together 
in Tennessee and in Buffalo, where 
Williams was the head coach and 
Gray was his top assistant. 

“We are ecstatic to have a coach 
with the caliber and experience 
of Jerry Gray joining our staff,” 
Williams said in a statement of 
Gray, who’s been in the NFL as a 
player or coach for more than 18 
years. 

Under Gray, the Bills had the No. 
2-ranked defense in 2003 and were 
ranked in the top 5 in several major 
categories in 2004. 

Contract details for Gray were 
not disclosed, but the Redskins have 
spent millions on their coaching 
staff since the season ended. 

The team locked up Williams 
with a three-year, $8 million exten- 
sion and brought in former Chiefs 
coordinator A1 Saunders to run the 
offense with a three -year, $6 mil- 
lion deal. Additionally, each assis- 
tant got a contract extension. 

The Redskins also announced 
Monday that defensive assistant 
coach Kirk Olivadotti will be pro- 
moted and given the new title of 
defensive line/special teams assis- 
tant. (EXPRESS)

Bettis heads home for what might be last game 


SUPER BOWL I Before Jerome Bettis 
was The Bus, he was Roney. 

To those in his Detroit home- 
town, the Pittsburgh Steelers run- 
ning back still is. He got his child- 
hood nickname because, when his 
mother says his name, it sounds like 
“Jerone.” 

“That’s what we call him now to 
this day,” his mother, Gladys Bettis, 
said. “I never call him Jerome.” 

The NFL’s fifth-leading career 


rusher will be among the bright- 
est stars in the days leading up 
to Sunday’s Super Bowl because 
the charismatic 13 -year veteran 
likely will end his career at Ford 
Field, eight miles from his child- 
hood home. 

Sitting in a beautiful house Bettis 
bought for his parents on Detroit’s 
west side — with a golf course in the 
backyard and limos in a neighbor’s 
driveway — Gladys Bettis shared 


stories and showed pictures of the 
youngest of her three children. 

While Jerome Bettis is the face 
of this year’s Super Bowl, his mother 
still can envision him scurrying off 
to school with glasses, a white dress 
shirt and a broken briefcase his dad 
discarded. When he was picked up 
for school, papers would fly out of the 
briefcase with broken clasps. 

Was he a nerd? Yes, she says. 

“He wanted to be like his dad, 
who did electrical work for the city 
of Detroit,” she said. 


Bettis was a member of the 
National Honor Society, and his 
mother bemoans that his grade 
point average slipped to about 
3.6 by the time he graduated from 
Mackenzie High School in 1990. 
He fielded scholarship offers from 
top programs all over the country, 
including the University of Michigan 
powerhouse just 40 miles away. 

“Michigan didn’t want him to 
carry the ball,” his mother said. 

I can’t put a number on his 
weight. I just know he is a big 
man who carries a big load and 
a big punch.”

So Bettis passed on playing for 
the Wolverines and went on to star 
at Notre Dame — where his famous 
nickname.

The city of Detroit will give Bettis 
a key to the city on Tuesday, when 
it also will proclaim “Jerome Bettis 
Week.” Governor Jennifer Granholm 
will issue a proclamation declaring 
Wednesday, Feb. 1, “Jerome Bettis 
Day,” during a ceremony honoring 
him at Mackenzie High School. 

“Jerome is the total package,” for- 
mer Mackenzie coach Bob Dozier 
said.

Colonials Climb Into Top 10 


Georgetown up to 
No. 17, Maryland out 
in AP’s latest rankings 

COLLEGE HOOPS I Welcome back, 
George Washington. For the first 
time since Jan. 3, 1956, the Colonials 
cracked the top 10 of the Associated 
Press’ men’s college basketball poll 
released on Monday. 

The No. 10 Colonials — ranked 
14th previously — defeated 
Duquesne and Rhode Island last 
week to improve to 16-1 overall and 
6-0 in the Atlantic 10 heading into 
Thursday’s game at Xavier.

Connecticut, Duke and Memphis 
all remained in the first three spots.

Networks look to 
the telenovela for a 
soapy ratings boost 

CROSSOVER I Bob Cook, president 
of Twentieth Television, believes 
the time is right to see whether 
the popular Latin American tele- 
novela format can be adapted for 
an American, English-speaking 
audience. 

Based on what happened last 
week, timing may be one of his 
strong suits. 

He was touting his compa- 
ny’s upcoming telenovela series, 
“Desire,” at a convention of tele- 
vision programmers in Las Vegas 
when word came that the WB and 
UPN networks would join forces. 
Suddenly, there were dozens of jilt- 
ed TV executives with gaping holes 
they needed to fill in their prime- 
time schedules. 

“We became the belle of the ball,” 
Cook said. 

The first story in the “Desire” 
telenovela series is scheduled to 
begin June 19 and Cook said he 
has commitments from broad- 
casters representing 70 percent 
of the country, and is negotiating 
with stations that would cover 20 
percent more. Meanwhile, ABC and 
CBS are also developing their own 
telenovelas. 


Telenovelas are essentially super- 
heated soap operas, brimming with 
lust, deceit, lust, high emotion, 
attractive actors who work with 


little clothing and — did we men- 
tion it? — lust. Unlike American 
daytime soaps, the telenovela is like 
an extended miniseries that comes 


to a conclusion. 

The first story, “Desire: Table 
for Three,” is adapted from the hit 
Colombian series “Mesa ParaTres.” 
It’s about two brothers on the run 
from the mob who fall passionately 
in love with the same woman. 

The appeal of the stories and for- 
mat is something television execu- 
tives say they can’t ignore. 

Starting in December, the 
Spanish-language network 
Univision, which carries a sched- 
ule packed with telenovelas, began 
having its audience measured by 
Nielsen Media Research. The 
results have been eye-opening: 
two weeks ago, the 5.7 million 
people who watched one episode 
of Univision’s “Piel de Otono” was 
a bigger audience than anything on 
the WB or UPN that week. 

One of the things CBS noticed 
in concluding there maybe a public 
appetite for these stories is a recent 
uptick in ratings for its own daytime 
soaps, said Nina Tassler, entertain- 
ment president. CBS has five dif- 
ferent projects under development 
by the likes of novelists Nicholas 
Sparks and Jonathan Prince and 
“Guiding Light” writer David 
Kreizman. 

The show that gets on the air, she 
said, will be adapted for American 
sensibilities, perhaps with fewer 
“heaving bosoms.” david bauder (ap) 


Cat Loose in Memphis 


Chan Marshall taps 
into the city’s soul on 
the great ‘Greatest’ 

MUSIC I Memphis, Tenn., is a city 
with consummate taste in music, 
where soul, gospel and blues collide 
in a stylish, funky seduction. 

On “The Greatest,” the lat- 
est from singer- songwriter Chan 
Marshall, who performs under 
the name Cat Power, Memphis is 
a presence. The album is elegant 


and elegiac, with brilliant, soulful 
arrangements that complement and 
enhance her rugged voice. 

The 12 songs are built around 
Marshall’s piano and augmented 
by a band of soul veterans: guitar- 
ist Mabon “Teenie” Hodges (who 
co-wrote “Love and Happiness” 
and “Take Me to the River”), his 
brother Leroy “Flick” Hodges on 
bass and Steve Potts of Booker T. 
& the MGs on drums. 

Their sound is seamless. Every 
guitar lick, every brush stroke

on the snare drum, the resonant 
big-room sound of the piano, is 
intensely vibrant. Hodges’ guitar 
fills are little cries of joy on “Could 
We,” and his brother’s bass applies 
subtle pressure that steadies and 
steers “Willie.” “Where Is My Love” 
aches like the aftermath of a storm: 
It’s all uprooted trees and subsid- 
ing winds. 

Marshall is known for the stark 
poetry of her lyrics, and the writ- 
ing here is among the best she has 
done. 

The album hinges on a devastat- 
ing dualistic tension as her desolate 
words twist themselves around the 
soul- cleansing music, eric r.

Nam June Paik, 74, Dies 


Avant-garde video 
artist invented a new 
way to see the world 

APPRECIATION I Nam June Paik, 
the avant-garde composer who was 
credited with being the inventor of 
video art, has died. He was 74- 
The Korean-born Paik died 
Sunday night of natural causes at 
his Miami apartment, according 
to his Web site. He played a piv- 
otal role in using video as a form 
of artistic expression. A member 
of the Fluxus art movement, Paik 
combined the use of music, video

images and sculptures. 

He completed degrees in music 
and aesthetics in Japan before pur- 
suing graduate work in philosophy. 


Some of his experiments were in 
radio and television, and he is 
thought to have coined the terms 
“information superhighway” and 
“the future is now.” 

Some of his most celebrated 
works include a video and perfor- 
mance collaboration with cellist 
Charlotte Moorman titled “TV 
Bra for Living Sculpture,” and 
“TV Buddha,” a statue of a sitting 
Buddha facing its own image on a 
closed- circuit television screen. 

In 1988, Paik erected a media 
tower, called “The more the bet- 
ter,” from 1,003 monitors for the 
Olympic Games at Seoul, (ap)

Local peoples angered 
by companies’ claims 
to inidigenous plants 

On an idyllic spit of lush landscape 
at the University of Hawaii sprout 
the massive heart-shaped leaves of 
hundreds of taro plants. 

Native Hawaiians hold the plant 
sacred in cultural lore, which is why 
many are now demanding that the 
university relinquish three patents 
claiming ownership to taro varieties 
developed by one of its scientists. 

It’s just the latest collision 
between indigenous people and 
commercial interests over so-called 
biological prospecting, the growing 
practice of scouring the globe, from 
the Amazon to the deep ocean, for 
exotic plants, microbes and other liv- 
ing things with biological properties 
ripe for commercial exploitation. 

A United Nations University 
report concluded that 62 percent of 
all cancer drugs were created from 


bioprospecting discoveries. 

The patenting of such living 
things has exploded in the last few 
years, from less than a dozen in 2000 
to more than 100 last year, according 
to University of Hawaii researcher 
Stuart Donachie. 

“There are things here worth 
looking for,” said Donachie, who 
has discovered five new bacteria 
on islands in the state. “They could 
provide something new that bene- 
fits society.”

genetic discoveries can be exploit- 
ed and controlled. 

Pharmaceutical companies view 
bioprospecting as an alternative for 
drug development to chemistry- 
based manufacturing processes. 

Other companies look to nature 
for industrial applications, such as 
using an enzyme found in deep sea 
vents to streamline ethanol produc- 
tion, while still others are hunting 
Antarctica for useful microbes. 

But tough ethical questions are 
being raised about patenting and 
profiting from Mother Nature: 
Who owns the living thing that yields 
the revenue? Are companies simply 
pirating knowledge and resources 
from indigenous people? 

“With more pharmaceutical

The key ingredient in the breast 
cancer drug Taxol, owned by Bristol-

Such bioprospecting is on the 
rise and has huge potential for 
good, according to the researchers 
going to sea, climbing mountains 


and trekking to obscure corners 
of the world in search of exotic and 
undiscovered life. 

The expeditions could ultimate- 
ly make hazardous waste cleanup 
more affordable, reduce pollution 
and make better medicines — if

Emphasis shifting to 
improved drive-thrus 
at fast-food eateries 

There’s a new arms race in the U.S. 
fast food industry: competing to see 
who can deliver faster and better 
service to customers pulling up to 
the takeout window. 

With drive -thru now represent- 
ing a huge portion of sales — 70 
percent at Burger King alone — the 
answer can make or break the fast 
food giants. 

The trick is finding new ways to 
stand out in an industry ultimate- 
ly limited by how fast workers can 
assemble orders, collect payment and 
hand out food to drivers. Companies 
are trimming bulky text from menus, 
using computer programs that guess

upcoming orders and routing order- 
taking duties to call centers. 

While speed remains a bench- 
mark of success, the average service 
time hasn’t been cut much below 
three minutes for the past five years. 
That’s why many chains are focus- 
ing instead on cutting down on the 
number of mistakes in orders and 
making ordering easier. 

“Getting faster and faster and 
faster isn’t necessarily meeting the 
experience,” said Mike Watson, vice 
president of operations at Wendy’s. 
“You can go too fast, and then it’s 


just messy.” 

Pam Farber, daughter ofWendy’s 
founder Dave Thomas, remembers 
that when she worked at one of her 
father’s fast-food stores in the 1970s, 


customers were often baffled by the 
drive -through concept. She often 
had to run outside with a pen and 
pad to talk to customers who were 
confused by the bullhorn speaker or 



whose loud mufflers overwhelmed 
cashiers’ voices. 

Now that unfamiliarity is no lon- 
ger a problem for consumers hungry 
for convenience, Wendy’s is replac- 
ing some of the text on menus with 
more pictures and placing awnings 
over menu boards to shield custom- 
ers from rain and snow. 

Technology firms such as 
TechKnow are stepping in with 
digital menus, used at many major 
chains, that can increase sales by 
suggesting “missing” side items or 
desserts to customers who order 
only entrees. And outsourcing is 
expanding at McDonald’s, where 
some stores are using central call 
centers rather than cashiers in the 
restaurant to take orders from 
drive -through customers. 

Smaller chains, such as Checkers, 
are testing confirmation screens, 
which display orders back to cus- 
tomers so they can make corrections 
before pulling up to the window. 
That technology has helped boost 
accuracy by more than 11 percent 
in four years at McDonald’s. 

“We’ve pretty much gotten as 
fast as we’re getting” with the cur- 
rent technology, said Brian Baker, 
president of marketing research firm 
Insula Research, sarah anderson (ap)

Reporting in Iraq 


Post media reporter HOWARD KURTZ on the wounding of ABC’s Bob Woodruff and 
Doug Vogtand the kidnapping of Jill Carroll | washingtonpost.com/liveonline 


I am sorry to hear that Bob 
Woodruff and his cameraman was 
hurt in Iraq, but it seems like thou- 
sands of G.I.’s and civilians have 
been seriously injured, and we hear 
very little about them. Do you think 
there’s a media bias towards report- 
ing the tragedies of their own? 

The folks at ABC, in report- 
ing on this, have emphasized that 
Bob Woodruff and Doug Vogt were 
taking the same kind of risk faced 
by tens of thousands of American 
soldiers every day. The Post some 
months ago did a story on the 
wounded in Iraq and the difficul- 
ty of getting such figures out of the 
Pentagon, and of course everyone 
has done features on those return- 
ing home with serious injuries. But 
there is always the danger, as the 
war drags on, that this becomes 
routine. 

I do hope Woodruff and Vogt’s inju- 
ries will remind the partisan crit- 
ics of the press, whether left or 
right, that reporters are real human 
beings putting their lives at risk to 
get the news and not ideologues 
serving one agenda or another. 

The 70 or so western reporters 
who are there, for all the controversy 
over how the media cover this war, 
are risking their lives every single 
day. They are flat-out courageous, 
in my view. And sometimes it takes 


tragic incidents like those involving 
Jill Carroll and Woodruff to ham- 
mer that point home. 

Attention paid to the tragedy which 
hit the ABC News crew doesn’t take 
attention away from military or 
civilian casualties or mean they are 
less important. The sad fact is that 
despite our best intentions we tend 
to react more when something hap- 
pens to someone we “know.” 

That is true. People feel they 
“know” Woodruff because they’ve 
seen him on television, whereas the 
vast majority of the American troops 
are unknown to us personally. 

Do you think that increased atten- 
tion on quality reporters like Jill 
Carroll [of the Christian Science 
Monitor] will inspire better report- 
ing and reporting ethics? 

It’s a good reminder to all of us 
that some of the best work out there 
is being done by unsung journalists 
who don’t go on TV, don’t blog, don’t 
write books but are engaged in the 
tough slog of day-to-day reporting, 
and sometimes willing to put them- 
selves in dangerous situations.
